Magna Charta, as a rude Draught only ef the Liberties 


we enjoy, That famous Charter intended that the Barons 


ſhould be free, and though the Barons were numerous in 


thoſe Days, yet certainly the Spirit of that Charter is mud 


more diffuſed in ours, when the People in general ate 46 


free, and perhaps more ſo, than the Barons were deſigned 
thereby, and have their Freedom put on a Baſis much more 
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IT was reſerved for ur Times to ſee, that the greateſt 
Struggles for Power may be carried on, without"any of 
thoſe Violences, and without producing any of thoſe Mif- 
chiefs, which deform our antient Chronicles, and which are 
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not abſolutely effaced in the Stories of later Times, as 


appears particularly by the famous Struggle between the 
Cecits and the Karl of Efex, which ended in the ſhedding: 
that Nobleman's Blood, for what was rather an Act of 
Indiſcretion than Treaſon; but Thanks be to God} our 


Gobernment has undergone ſo ſalutary à Change, that 
thoſe who wiſh well both to the Crown and their Country, 
cannot want the Power of ſerving both, without coming to 
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any ſuch Extremities. It is now extreamly practicable 


to conciliate, what, in our Old Conſtitution; appeared 
Contraries, vis. A ttachment to the Crown, and the 
ſtrongeſt Zeal imaginable for the Intereſt of the People. 
Under that Conſtitution, an enterpriziug Miniſter made 
Nothing of diſſolving a Parliament, and forcing the Ma- 
chine of Government, to keep going on for ſix or ſeven 


Years together, or perhaps longer; under this Conſtitution, 


ſuch a Meaſure (as it ought to be) is impracticable. By 
this it plainly appears, that whatever ſplenetick Men (often 
too againſt their own Judgments) may aſſert, we are at 
this juncture, in the ſtricteſt Senſe of the Word, a FREE. 
PEOPLE; the Form and Force of our Government de- 

ending, at leaſt as much on the Conſent of the CO M- 


ONS, as on the Will and Pleaſure of the CROW N. 


A LATE Diſpute, which, however brick, has ended very 


_ happily, has ſhewn our Conſtitution in the faireſt Light 
1 ble it has ſhewn; that the greateſt Power that can be 
aͤttaiged in this Iſland, is to be attained by having a due 

Regard for the Intereſt of the Publick, and that Miniſters 


who preſerve this, are ſure of being ſafe under aL, Princes, 


and under a wIsE and G00 Prince, EAT; it has ſhewn us, 
that the moſt enterprizing Genius may ſometimes miſtake 
it's Meaſures, and that what appears extreamly feaſible in 


the Cabinet, may be abſolutely impracticable elſewhere. 


It has ſhewn us, that we are in a much better Situation than 


vuwe ever conceived ourſelves to be; for it has ſhewn us, that 


ſuch as are the beſt Friends to the People, and the trueſt 
Judges of the Conſtitution, have the Affairs of the one, and 


the Conduct of the other in their Hands, where it is our 


Intereſt to wiſh they might be. In one Word; it has ſhewn 


us, what perhaps was never ſhewn before, that true Patriot:
